The Senate met at 11 o’clock, Lieut. 
Gov. Brogden in the chair.

Unfinished Business. 


The Railroad consolidation bill 
came up as unfinished business, from 
yesterday. 

The amendment of Mr. Norwood, 
that the road nor any of its franchises 
shall be sold without due advertise- 
ment was adopted. 

The amendment of Mr. Flemming, 
amended by Mr. Love requiring the 
North Carolina Railroad Company to 
commence work and continue with- 
out intermission after the sale of the 
first bonds of the road until the road 
is completed to Paint Rock anda 
pointin Cherokee county, near the 
Georgia or Tennessee line. 

Mr. Worth’s amendment restrict- 
ing the issue of bonds to $3,500,000, 
for the completion of the road from 
Old Fort to Paint Rock, occasioned 
considerable discussion between 
Messrs. Humphrey, Worth, Love and 
Morehead,of Guilford, but was finally 
adopted by a unanimous vote. The 
of Mr. Love was adopt- 
ed, 
Mr. Troy, an amendment that the 
bonds issued by this Company shall 
be deposited in the State Treasury, 
and not more than $700,000, of 
bonds be issued, and the Treasurer be 
trusted with the manipulating of the 
bonds, &e. 

Mr. Troy stated that he contem- 
plated only to throw a safeguard 
around the scheme in offering this 
amendment. 

Mr. Welch opposed the amendment 
on the ground that a penalty was at- 
tached to the for misappli- 
cation of funds, and none on the 
Treasurer. 

The amendment was lost. 

Mr. Warings, an amendment tothe 
second section of the bill requiring 
in addition to the President’s signa- 
ture to the bonds, &c., to be counter- 
signed by three of the Directors. 
Adopted. 

Mr. Morehead, of Guilford, an 
amendment'providing for the assess- 
ment of stock by three disinterested 
persons for parties holding stock and 
dissatisfied with the consoliuation, 


&c. Adopted. 


Mr. Troy, an amendment providing 


that the mo 
bonds shall not foreclosed in ten 
rears and the payment of the 
nterest on the bonds to be at such 
times as the Directory may appoint, 
and no sale shall not be made for a 
failure to pay itsinterest in ten years. 

Messrs. Troy and Waring favored 
the adoption ofthe amendment and 
Messrs. yHumphrey, Welch, Flem- 
ming and Morehead, of Rocking- 
ham, o it. 

Mr. Murphy called the previous 
question on the amendment which 
being sustained, the vote was taken 
and the amendment failed.

TASTROPHE.—Tne following circum- 
stances connected with the burning 
of the young lady, Miss Sallie Tilkey, 
of the Salem Female College, last 
Saturday night, we are permitted to 
copy from a private letter to Senator 
Barnhardt, of Cabarrus, written by 
his little daughter, an eye witness to 
the tragic scene : 

“Friday about 10 o’clock we were 
all sitting in a room, when we were 
startled by a screaming noise, and 
running to the door, heard the of 
fire! nding to the lower deen 
we learned the horrid particulars of 
the burning of our school-mate, Sal- 
lie Tilkey. Sallie was icing in 
i Music room, and while making a 
tire, her dress caught on fire; how, 
no one knows. After practicin ny 
half hour, and then going up tot 
fourth story to take her music les- 
son, she discovered that she was 
burning. Running into an opposite 
room where two other girls were 

racticing, she asked them to assist 

er. By this time the flames had 
grown so large that the girls knew it 
was impossible for them to help her. 
They threw their shawls around her, 
and one tried to hold her, while the 
other ran for help, but Sallie pulled 
away and followed. She ran down 
to the second floor, where she met 
Mr. Lineback. She was then entirely 
enveloped in flames, but Mr. L. 
managed to throw her down on the 
floor and wrapped shawls and blank- 
ets around her. Every icle of 
the a was burnt off, and her 
body was a blister from head to foot, 
although she exercised the nee 
of mind to Keep her mouth shut so as 
to prevent the flames from entering 
her throat. 

After suffering the most intense 
agony, the poor afflicted girl was re- 
lieved by death Saturday morning at 
7 o’clock. She expressed a willin 
ness to die if it was God’s will, al- 
though she wanted to see her dear 
mother and father. The heart-broken 
yarents arrived here early this morn- 
ng, and it was indeed a sorrowful 
scene to witness the sad bereavement 
over the loss of an only ehild. 

They will return at once to their 
home in Georgia.”

Let There Be a Full Meeting. 

Gien. WILLIAM R. Cox, Chairman 
of the State Executive Committee of 
the Democratic Conservative party, 
has called a meeting of the members 
of the Committee in this city, for the 
Sth day of December’ inst. The 
members of the District Committees 
are also invited to be present. 

The general purpose of this meet- 
ing is to lay down a plan of organi- 
gation for our party for the important 
campaign of next year.

THE synopsis of the President's 
message in our telegraphic columns

Our space to-day will not 
allow us to comment on these and 
some other points of interest in the 
message, but they wili be noticed at 
some future time. 


In this, the Forty-third Congress,

Extracts from the President’s Mese 
sage. 


Weappendso much of the Presi- 
lent’s Message as refers to the Spane- 
imbroglio and the tinancial affairs 
of the country, these two questions 
veing of more immediate interest 
io the public at this time: 

THLE SPANISH IMBROGLIO. 


In compliance with the request of 
(‘oneress, I transmitted to the Amer- 
‘onan Ministerat Madrid with instruc- 
(ious to present to the Spanish gov- 
crnment the Senate resolutions ap- 
proved on the 3rd day of March last, 
‘endering to the people of Spain, in 
the name and in behalf of the Amer- 
ican people, the congratulations of 
Congress upon the efforts to cousoli- 
date in Spain the principles of uni- 
versal liberty in a republican form of 
covernment. The existence of the 
new Republic was inaugurated by 
~riking the fetters from the slaves in 
Porto Rieo. This benificent measure 
vas followed by the release of several 
thousand persons illegally held as 
slaves in Cuba. Next, the Captain- 
(Jeneral of that colony was deprived 
of the power to set aside the orders of 
his superiors at Madrid, which had 
pertained to the office since 182. 
Phe sequestered estates of American 
eitizens, Which had been the cause of 
long and fruitless correspondence, 
were ordered to be released to their 
owners. All these liberal steps were 
‘aken in the face of a violent opposi- 
tion, directed by the rapacious slave 
owners of Havana, who were very 
stringent to stay the march of ideas 
which terminated slavery in the civ- 
‘lized world, Cuba exeepted, unhap- 
vilv, however. Thisbaneful influence 
has thus far sueeeeded in defeating 
the offorts of all liberal-minded men 
iy Spain to abolish slavery in Cuba, 
sndin preventing the promised re- 
form inthatIsland, The struggle for 
political supremacy continues there. 
ihe pro-slavery and aristocratic par- 
ty is cradually assuming in_ itself 
more and more hostility and defi- 
unce to the home government, 
While it maintains political connec- 
tion with the Republic, it puts at de- 
fiance the authority of thehome gov- 
ernment, Itisa power at Madrid, 
recognized by the vovernment, 
and an element more dangerous to 
the continued colonial relations be- 

tween Cuba and Spain than that 
which inspired the insurrection at 


Yarra. An elementopposed to grant- 
ing any relief from misrule and 


ubuse, with no aspirations after free- 
dom, and commanding no sympathy 
in generous breasts—aiming to rivet 
still stronger the shackles of slavery 
and oppression—has seized many in 
power in Cuba, and under the pre- 
tence of loyalty to the mother coun- 
try are exhausting the resources of 
the island and doing acts which are 
at variance with those principles of 
justice and liberality which give no- 
bility of character toa Republic. In 
the interest of humanity, of civiliza- 
tion and of progress, it is to be hoped 
that this ov influence may soon be 
verted,

THE 


The Virginius was on he 26th d 
of September, 1870, duly 


the port of New York, asia part of 
the commercial marine of the United 
States. On the fourth of October, 
1870, having received the certiticate 
of her register in the usual | 
form, she sailed from the port of New 
York, and has not since been within 
the territorial jurisdiction of the 
United States, n the 3ist day of 
October last, while sailing under the 
flag of the United States, on the high 
sea, She was forcibly seized by the 
Spanish gun-boat Tornado, and was 
carried into the port of Santiago de 
Cuba, where many of her passengers 
and crew were inhumanly, and so far 
at least as relates to those who 
were citizens of the United States, 
without due process of law, put to 
death. It isa well established prin- 
Ciple, asserted by the United States 
from the beginning of their national 
independence, recognized by Great 
Britain and other powers, and stated 
by the Senate, in a resolution passed 
unanimously, on the 16th of June 
1So8, that American vessels on the 
high sea, in time of peace, bearing 
the American flag, remain under the 
jurisdiction of the country to which 
they belong; and therefore, any visi- 
tation, molestation or detention of 
such vessels, by force or by the exhi- 
bition of force, on the part of a for- 
eign power, is in derogation of the 
sovereignty of the United States. In 
accordance with this principle, the 
surrender of the Virginius and the 
survivors of her passengers and crew, 
and a due reparation to the flag, and 
the punishment of the authorities who 
have been guilty of the illegal acts 
of violence, were demanded. The 
Spanish government has recognized 
the justice of the demand, and has 
arranged for the immediate delivery 
of the vessel and for the surren- 
der of the survivors of the passengers 
and crew, and for a salute to our flag, 
and for proceedings looking to the 
punishment of those who may be 
proved to have been guilty of ille- 
gal acts of violence towards citi- 
zens of the United States; and also 
towards indemnifying those who 
may beshown to be entitled to in- 
demnity. A copy of an agreement of 
aconference between the Secretary 
of State and the Spanish Minister, in 
which the terms of agreement were 
agreed to, is transmitted herewith. 
The correspondence on the subject 
with the legation of the United States 
in Madrid, was conducted in cypher 
aud by cable, and needs the veritica- 
tion of the actual text of the corres- 
pondence. It has seemed to me to be 
due tothe importance of the case, 
not to submit this correspondence 
until the accurate text be received by 
mail. In taking leave of this subject 
forthe present, | must renew the ex- 
pression of my conviction, that the 
existence of slavery in Cuba is a prin- 
cipal cause of the condition of the Is- 
land. Idonot doubt that Congress 
shares with me the hope that it will 
be soon made to disappear, and that 
peace and prosperity may follow its 
abolition, 

The embargoing of the American 
States in Cuba, the cruelty to Ameri- 
can citizens by the Spanish govern- 
ment, the murdering of the prisoners 
taken with arms in hands, and final- 
ly the capture of the vessel under the 
United States flag, and bearing United 
States registry; have culminated in 
an outburst of indignation, that for 
some time threatened war between 
the United States and the govern- 
ment of Spain. I have authorized 
our navy to be put on the best foot- 
ing tothe extent at least, of the en- 
tire amount appropriated for that 
branch of the service, trusting to Con- 
gress and the public opinion of the 
United States to justify my action. 
The last Congress appointed 2 com- 
mittee to prepare and = report to this 
Congress a better method of electing 
President and Vice-President of the 
United S.ates, and also for the neces- 
sity of such an amendment being 
submitted to State Legislatures, for 
the ratification of such an improve- 
ment in our constitution, 

First, To authorize the Executive 
to disapprove ofsnch part of any mea- 
sure passing the two Houses of Con- 
gress as his judgment approves; this 
disproved portion to be subjected to 
same rules as now, to wit: To be re- 
ferred back to the House in which 
the measures originated and passed 
by atwo-thirds vote ofthe two Hous- 
es, then become a law without the 
approval of the President. I would 
add this provision, that there should 
be no legislation by Congress during 
the last twenty-four hours of its sit- 
ting, except upon vetoes, in order to 
give the Executive an opportunity to 
examine aud approve or disapprove 
bills understandingly. 

secondly, To provide by amend- 
ment that when an extra session of 
Congress is convened by Executive 
proclamation, the legislation during 
suid extra session shall be confined 
to such subjects as the Executive 
may bring before it from time to 
time. 

The first of the statements would 
protect the public against money 
abuses and the waste of public money, 
which creep into appropriation bills, 
and other important measures pas- 
sing during expiring hours of Con- 
Press. 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 


The receipts of the government 
from all sources for the last fiscal 
year were 3332,7388,204; expenditures 
on all accounts, $3290,345,237; thus 
showing an excess of receipts over 
expenditures of over 343,392,930. But 
it is probably that this favorable ex- 
hibit will not be shown for the pres- 
ent fiscal year. Indeed, it is very 
doubtful whether, except with very 
vreat economy on the part of Con- 
vress in making appropriations, and 
some economy in administering the 
various departments of the govern- 
ment, the revenues will not fall short 
of meeting the actual expenses, in- 
cluding interest on the public debt. 

I commend to Congress strict econ- 
omy, and point out such sources 
where it seems it might commence, 
to-wit: to appropriations for public 
buildings in cities where the work 
has not yet commenced, 

In river improvement in localities 
where improvement is but little ben- 
efit to Federal commerce and for for- 
tifications. Thereisa frightful source 
of expenditure, which I will point 
out laterin thismessage. [refer to the 
early method of manufacturing claims 
for losses incurred in suppressing the 
late rebellion. I would not be un- 
derstood as opposing the erection of 
substantial and ornamental buildings 
by the Government wherever such 
are needed. ITapprove of the Gov- 
ernment owning its own buildiigs in 
all sections of the country, and hope 
the day is not far distant when she 
will not only possess, but erect in 
suitable places residences for persons 
who now receive compensation ior 
quarters or rent at the Government's 
expense, and for the Cabinet to thus 
explain it to the States, which may 
under them erect buildings for Sena- 


tors. But I would have this con- 


ducted at’a'timé which Wodld abun- 
dently justify it.. 
| 


e revenues have fallen off for the 
first five months of the present fiscal 
year, from what it was expected to 
produce, owing to the general panic 
now prevailing, which commenced 
the middle of September; . The full 
etfect of this disaster, if it should not 
prove 2 blessing in disguise, is to be 
demonstrated. It is your duty to heed 
the lesson, and to provide a wise and 
well considered law, if it is in your 
power, against a recurrences, and 
take advantage of al! the benefits that 
may have.dccurred. My own judg- 
ment, that however much individu- 
als may have suffered, a long step 
has been taken towards specie pay- 
ment, that we never will have per- 
manent prosperity until specie basis 
is reached, and that specie basis can- 
not be reached till the exports, exclu- 
sive of our imports, interests abroad 
and other specie obligations, nearly 
equal the accumulations of the pre- 
cious metal in the country from the 
products of our mines. The devel- 
opment of mines of precious metal 
mee the past year will for years to 
come be gratifying in their results, 

Could but one half of the gold from 

the mines be retained, our advance 
towards specie payments would be 
rapid. 
_ To increase our exports sufficient 
is required to keep the industries of 
the countries employed ; undue in- 
lation on the other hand, while it 
give temporary relief, would lead to 
our owh markets the produets of 
home skill and labor, and cause re- 
hewals of present experiences. Elas- 
ticity to our eirculating medium 
therefore, and just enough totransact 
legitimate business in the country 
and keep all industries employed is 
What most to be deprecated. 

The exact medium is specie, the 
recognized medium of exchange the 
whole world over. Thatobtained, we 
shall have a currency of an exact de- 
gree of elasticity. 

If there is too much for the legiti- 

mate purposes of trade, it will flow 
out of the country; if too little, the 
reverse will result. The experience 
of the present omy has proven that 
the currenes of the county, based as 
it is upon the credit of the county, is 
the best that has ever been devised. 
Usually, in times of such trials, the 
currency hecome worthless, or so 
much depreciated in value as to effect 
the value of all the necessaries of life, 
as compared with the currency. Evy- 
ery one holdiag it was anxious to 
dispose of it on any terms. Now 
We Witness the reverse. Holders of 
currency hold it as dear as gold. 
It is patent to the most casual ob 
server that niuuch more currency, or 
money. is required for le- 
gitimate trade of the country, du- 
ring the tall and winter months, 
when the vast crops are being re- 
moved, than during the balance of 
the year. With our present systein 
the amount in the country remains 
the same throughout the entire year 
resulting in an aceumulation of all 
the surplus capital of the country, 
tempted there by the oilers of inter- 
est on loans. Interest being thus 
paid, the surplus must earn the in- 
terest paid with a profit. Being sub- 
ject toacall it cannot be loaned on 
the part of the merchant or the man- 
ufacturer fora fixed period. Hence, 
no matter how much currency there 
might bein the country, prices will 
keep pace with its volume and with 
panics. Struggles and disasters would 
ever be recurring with the return of 
autumn. Elasticity in our monetary 
system, therefore, is the objeet to be 
attained, and next to that, if possi- 
ble, a prevention of the use of other 
people’s money in stocks and other 
speculations. ‘lo prevent the latter, 
it seems that one great step would be 
taken, by prohibiting the National 
banks from paying interest on depos- 
its, and by requiring them. to hold 
their reserves in their own vaults, 
and forcing them into resumption, 
though it would be only in legal- 
tenders. For the purpose [ would 
suryvest the establishment of clearing 
houses for your consideration. To 
secure the former, many plans have 
been suggested. Most, if notall, look 
like intlation on the bonds, or com- 
pelling the government or others to 
pay interest’ without 
vwnelits on the surplus funds of the 
country during seasolus, When other- 
wise employed, 
[ submit for your consideration 
whether or not this difficulty might 
not be overcome, by authorizing the 
Secretary of the Treasury to issue at 
any time to National Banks an 
amount equal to their own issue— 
the banks depositing with the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury an amount of 
covernment bonds equal to the 
amounts demanded by the banks. 
The banks forfeiting to the govern- 
ment 4 per cent of interestZaccruing 
on the bonds, pledging the bouds for 
the time that they remain with the 
treasurer as security for the cireula- 
tion; the bonds so pledged to be re- 
deemable by the banks at their op- 
tion, either in whole or in part, re- 
turning their own cancellation to 
anamount equalto the face of the 
bonds withdrawn. I would further 
suggest for your consideration the 
ysropriety of authorizing the national 
bainke to diminish their outstanding 
issue at pleasure, by returning for 
cancellation their own bills and 
withdrawing so many United States 
bonds as are pledged for the bills re- 
turned. In view of the great actual 
contraction that has taken place in 
the currency and the  compar- 
ative contraction going = on, 
owing to the increase of population, 
the increase of manutactories and all 
industries, I do not believe there is 
too wnuch for the dullest period of the 
year. Indeed, if the clearing houses 
should be established, it is a question 
claiming your consideration whether 
banking should not be made free, 
retaining all the safeguards now re- 
quired to secure bondholders. 

I invite your consideration to the 
propriety cfexacting from them the 
retention of a part of their reserve 
either the whole or a part of the gold 
interest accruing upon their bonds, 
and pledges as surety for their issue. 
I have not reflected enough on the 
bearing this might have in carne 
ing a seareity of coin with which to 
pay duties on import, to give it my 
positive recommendation, but your 
uttention isinvited tothese. During 
the last four years the currency has 
been contracted directly by the with- 
drawal of the certificates of compound 
interest notes and the 7:30 bonds, 
outstanding on 4th March, 1869, all of 
Which take the place of the legal ten- 
ders in the bank reserves to the ex- 
tentof sixty-three millions of dollars. 
During the same period there has 
been a much larger comparative con- 
traction of the currency. The 
lation of the country hike largely in- 
creased. More than 25,000 miles of 
railroad have been built, requiring 
the active use of capital to operate 
them. Millions of acres of land have 

been opened to cultivation, requiring 
capital to move the produce. Manu- 


| precedence in the same period, re- 


facturies have multiplied beyond all 


quiring capital weekly, for the pay- 
ment of wages, and. the pnrchase of 
material. And probably the largest 
rn comparative contractions arises 
froin the organization of free labor in 
the. South. Now, every laborer re- 
ceives his wages, and for the want of 
savings oanks the greater partof such 
wages is carried in their pockets, or 
hoarded under required forms. These 
suggestions are thrown out without 
any recommendations that they be 
adopted literally, but hoping that the 
best method may be arrived at to se- 
cure such an elasticity of currency as 
will keep employed all the industries 
of the country, and prevent such an 
inflation as will put off indefinitely 
the resumption of specie payments, 
an object so devoutly to be wished for, 
and by none more earnestly than by 
the class most directly interested, viz: 
those people who earn their bread by 
the sweat of their brow. 

The decision of Congress on this 
subject will be heartily sustained by 
the Executive.
